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NEWS PRINT REPORT HELD UP BY CONFERENCES 


Publishers and Manufacturers Said to Be Getting Together and Officials Say That Commission Is Awaiting the 
Outcome of the Meetings Before Making Public Any Report—Eastern Paper Manufacturers Said 
to Have Shown Less Willingness to Co-operate Than Have Western Paper Manu- 
facturers Collecting Data for General Paper Investigation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasurncrton, D. C., January 16, 1917.—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission did not make its report the latter part of last week to 
Congress on the news print situation, and so far as your corre- 
spondent can learn, it is just as far off now from being reported 
as it was last week this time. 


New Proposition Delays Report 

For the past two issues the Paper TrapE JourNAL has printed 
stories to the effect that the report would be made on such and 
such a day. These stories have not been printed merely as rumors 
but your correspondent has made the statements on the very high- 
est authority in the commission, and they were so at the time of 
writing. However, conditions change in a short time. At this 
writing the report is expected any time and it is confidently ex- 
pected that it will go to Congress in the course of a few days. 

A statement was made last week that some new proposition 
had come up to delay the report. It is now understood that the 
proposition was the “getting together” of the publishers and the 
manufacturers. Officials here say that conferences have been held 
between these two parties and that the commission is waiting to 
see what will come of these meetings before making public any 
report. As far as it is known here the commission has had nothing 
to do with these “get together” conferences. 


Criticize Lack of Co-operation 

An official told your correspondent yesterday that he believed 
if some of the eastern paper manufacturers had shown themselves 
as willing to co-operate with the publishers as one of the western 
manufacturers has the whole situation would have been solved 
long before this. As a matter of fact this news print investiga- 
tion has not been carried on in perfect harmony. There is at 
least one commissioner who thinks that it would have been much 
better at the start of the study to have had the publishers and the 
manufacturers co-operating more closely with one another for the 
good of both parties. This, the commissioner thinks, would have 
shown much better results than to have waited until the report 
was nearly ready and conditions had grown’ worse and then to 
have tried to make the publishers and manufacturers co-operate. 

There has been nothing at all given out here since the last issue 
of the Paper TrapE JouRNAL by the commission relative to this 
investigation. It is said that the results of the telegraphic question- 
aires sent out some weeks ago have been completely tabulated 
and although it was announced at the last hearing that these re- 
sults would be given to the press as soon as completed, the com- 
mission has thought it best not to make this information public 
prior to its report to Congress. 

While the report could not be confirmed here it is understood 
on good authority that the paper manufacturers have retained H. 
Gilbert Montague, a New York attorney, to représent them in any 
further developments. Mr. Montague had a conference a couple 
of days ago with the Attorney General, the result of which coula 
not be learned. 


Mark Hyman in Charge of Paper Probe 
In connection with the Department of Justice end of this investi- 
gation it is said that Mark Hyman, a special assistant, has been 
put in direct charge of the paper probe, under the direction of Mr. 
Todd, the government trust buster. Mr. Hyman, it is understood, 
was the attorney who worked out the Eastman Kodak Company’s 
case. Nothing could be learned here this week as to any action 


being taken by the department. This branch of the government 
service is one that generally works in secret and it is a hard 
proposition to “extract” any news during the course of an inves- 
tigation. 

Field agents of the Federal Trade Commission are now at work, 
a good many of them, in collecting data for the general paper in- 
vestigation under the so-called Fletcher resolution. It is probable 
that impetus will be given to this second investigation just as soon 
as the interim report is made on the news print situation. 


A Chicago Conference 


In its current issue the Fourth Estate refers to a mysterious con- 
ference that was to have taken place Friday between the publishers 
and the news print manufacturers at Chicago. The Fourth Estate 
received the following answer to its telegraphic inquiry regard- 
ing this conference from Lafayette Young, Jr., business manager 
Des Moines (Ia.) Capital: 

“Last Friday in Chicago several newspaper men met with George 
H. Mead, chairman of News Print Manufacturers Association, 
and Alexander Smith of the Abitibi Company. The original plan 
was to have a conference between a large number of publishers 
and the news print manufacturers, in Chicago, at an early date. 

“Later it was decided to have the paper manufacturers invite the 
entire membership of the American Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion to such a conference. Mr.’ Mead and Mr. Smith were to 
present the matter to the executive committee of their association 
and if it met with their approval the conference was to be called. 
Those present representing newspapers were: Victor Lawson, 
Chicago Daily News; H. V. and W. S. Jones of the Minneapolis 
Journal; D. E. Town, representing the Shaffer papers, and myself. 

“I would suggest that you telegraph George H. Mead, Dayton, 
as to whether they decided to call the conference.” 

In answer to a telegraphic inquiry George H. Mead, of Dayton, 
Ohio, chairman of the News Print Manufacturers’ Association, 
wired: 

“No date has been set for the meeting. The matter is under 
discussion and a meeting undoubtedly will be held in the near 
future. I will be glad to advise you when final plan is made.” 

Nothing could be learned in New York by the Paper Trape 
JouRNAL regarding this conference. 


Eastern Mfg. Co. Gives Bonus 


Bancor, Me., January 12, 1917—The Eastern Manufacturing 
Company today presented its employees, receiving less than $3,000 
a year, a bonus equal to 10 per cent. of their salaries. 

The explanation given is that “on account of the increased cost 
of living and the present profitable condition of the paper trade, a 
bonus was declared.” The bonus applies to about 1,000 workers, 
200 of them women. 


International Says Turners Falls Mill Is Not Sold 


A rumor was abroad last week that the International Paper 
Company had sold its news and ground wood mill at Turners 
Falls, Mass., to parties unnamed. The story was later denied by 
President Philip T. Dodge and other officers of the company. The 
Turners Falls plant includes a ground wood mill with capacity 
of 36 tons per 24-hour day, and news print mill with an output of 
47 tons per day. 
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FIRE DAMAGED WOOD PULP 
SELLS AT VERY HIGH PRICES 


Auction at Philadelphia Friday of Last Week Is Scene of Spir- 
ited Bidding for Lots of Superior Bleached Sulphite and 
Strong Unbleached Sulphite That Had Been Damaged 
by Fire in the Steamship Bris—Former Sold at $19.50 and 
Latter at $11.50, Which Is Considered an Unusually High 
Price—Numerous Well-Known Pulp Men Were Among 
Those in Attendance at the Auction. 


PuItapetpuia, January 15, 1917—An auction of some imported 
damaged European wood pulp was held in Philadelphia last Friday, 
which was of unusual interest. It included 2,100 bales of the brand 
V BC, superior bleached sulphite being about 300 tons, and about 
1,827 bales of strong unbleached sulphite of the Forss make, being 
about 250 tons. 


Entire Lot Bought by Mr. Goldman. 


The auction was held by the Philadelphia Auction Company at 
Pier 27, North Wharves. The goods were out of S.S. Bris from 
Swedish and Norwegian ports which met with a fire on the way 
and were sold for account of the insurance companies interested, 
and were partly fire scorched and partly water soaked. 

The entire lots were finally bought by a stock dealer, Mr. 
Goldman, of Philadelphia. The bleached pulp went at $19.50 per 
bale, and the unbleached at $11.50 per bale. At these prices the 
bleached pulp would cost on an average $5.30, and the unbleached 
anywhere from $4.10 down to $3.60. 


Upward Trend of Prices. 


One of the pulp men present stated that the auction certainly 
indicated an upward trend of prices for pulp. He said: 

“Considering the condition that these goods were in it was a 
puzzle to most of those present how these goods could be bought 
at the figures mentioned and leave any profit to the buyer because 
to a large extent the goods were in a very bad condition and there 
is nothing a paperman is so afraid of as fire scorched pulp which 
is nearly as bad as coal dust getting in between the sheets of 
the pulp. 

“Considering that foreign bleached sulphite has been contracted 
at around $7.50 for the three first months of this year for per- 
fectly sound pulp, a figure of $5.30 is certainly surprising. If we 
consider that foreign ordinary strong pulp on a fair market today 
is worth $5.25, it is hard to see how pulp in the condition bought 
on the dock at this auction at $4.10, or even putting the figure at 
$3.60, can leave a profit. 

Spirited Bidding. 


“There was spirited bidding and it seems to prove an unfailing 
confidence in a high and climbing market for chemical pulps for 
some time to come. It may be that the climb of the Swedish 
exchange, being now about 11 per cent. over normal and having 
risen considerably during the last 30 days and compelling higher 
prices by importers in general, partly may have prompted the 
high prices bid at this auction. 

“The peculiar thing is that the bleached sulphite went at $19.50, 
whereas between $11 and $13 would have been a good price, and 
the unbleached went at $11.50, whereas between $6 and $8 would 
have been high enough for the same.”

Trouble in American Strawboard Company 


From a circular letter recently received by stockholders of the 
American Strawboard Company it appears that there will be a 
contest at the next annual stockholders’ meeting for the control 
of the company. The letter, which requests proxies to be used 
in Opposition to the present controlling interest, represented by 
Pres. O. C. Barber, is signed by a stockholders’ committee made 
up of Herman Grossman, R. A. Burnett and Frank W. Linden. 

The two chief grievances against the present officers which the 
letter cites are, first, that President Barber has at several times 
during the past few months endeavored to buy in shares of the 
company's stock from small stockholders at $20 per share, although 
the few shares which have changed hands of late in the stock 
market have brought about $55; second, that since November, 
Mr. Grossman has been denied the right of examining the books 
of the company. 

Herman Grossman is the third largest stockholder, a director, 
and a member of the executive board of the corporation. The 
largest interest is held by President Barber, and the second largest 
by the United Paperboard Company. There are seven directors 
on the board, Mr. Grossman being one, while the United has in the 
past elected one director sympathetic to the Barber interests and 
the other five have been elected by President Barber with the 
assistance of proxies. 

President Sidney Mitchell, of the United Paperboard Company, 
is authority for the statement that that company will not change its 
policy in the coming election of directors. As the two other 
members of the stockholders’ committee, of which Mr. Grossman 
is chairman, hold only small interests, it does not appear at present 
that there will be any likelihood of a change in control. 


Paper Bag Jobbers to Dine at McAlpin 


The paper bag jobbers of the metropolitan district are to have 
a big get-together dinner in the Green Room at the Hotel Me- 
Alpin on some date in March which has not yet been definitely 


decided upon. An attendance of at least 150 is expected, which 


will include practically all the paper bag jobbers in the New York 
district. 

A number of manufacturers, it is expected, will also be present, 
and business conditions will be thoroughly discussed. A first- 
class program of speeches is being arranged to follow the dinner. 
The chief speaker will be a lawyer who has made a special study 
of the economic aspects of the paper business, while other speakers 
will be manufacturers of paper and paper bags.

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$2.50 FOR NEWS IS FIXED 
BY CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 


Negotiations That Have Been Going on for Two Months 
Failed and Government Stepped in with Ultimatum—On 
Good Authority It Is Understood That the Mills Will 
Yield—Government’s Figure Roughly Is $10 a Ton Over 
Old Contracts or $2.45 to $2.50 Per Hundred—The 
Demand of the Publishers Was for a $2.25 Basis, While 
the Mills Set $3.00 as a Minimum and Later $2.75.

Toronto, January 15, 1917—The news print fight between the 
publishers and the mills has practically been settled, and the news- 
papers, backed by the Government, are coming out of it at least 
closer to their own terms than the paper makers, 

The Paper TRADE JouRNAL is able to announce tonight that the 
negotiations that have been carried on for over two months past 
have failed to secure an agreement, and the Government has 
stepped in with an ultimatum. On good authority it is understood 
that the mills will yield. 

The Government’s figure, briefly, is an advance of $10 a ton 
over the old contracts, or, roughly, $2.45 to $2.50 per hundred, the 
last named being mentioned last week in the. Paper TRADE JoURNAL. 
This came in the form of a “request” from the Government to the 
mills, and behind it an intimation that failure to meet the news- 
papers along this line would result in the penalty of an embargo 
on a large proportion of the export. For a few mills this would 
have little or no effect. For the Booth do not 
export a single ton of paper. But others send most or all to the 
States, as is the case with the Abitibi and Spanish River, while 
Canada Paper and Laurentide send large quantities. To meet this 
difference and “divide up” the “penalty,” it is proposed to pro-rate 
Canadian sales amongst the mills, so that the benefit of American 
prices—at a much higher level—may be shared by all alike. 

Critics of the embargo plan point out that it is not practicable, 
as the United States would retaliate by placing an embargo on 
coal which would effectively dispose of the Government’s weapon, 
as the Admiralty. takes nearly all the Nova Scotia coal and do- 
mestic consumers are dependent on American supplies. 

The Government’s suggestion is that an outside figure of $10 a 
ton be adhered to as the limit of advances over old contract prices. 
It is proposed that November 1, 1916, be taken as the dividing 
date in this respect. All contracts entered into previous to that 
date and at low figures are to be lived up to regardless of how far 
into the future they may run, but all contracts entered into, either 
before or after that date based on prevailing or advanced rates, 
are to be declared null and void, and replaced by contracts based 
on old figures in addition to an advance of $10 to cover increased 
manufacturing costs. : 

Not only the quotations, but new credit terms proposed by the 
mills are taken exception to by the Government. Formerly paper 
has been held in storage for months, usually from the time of 
shipment from the mill and before delivery to the customer, and 
the dating followed actual delivery. The mills now seek to date 
from the time the paper leaves the mill, thus shortening credit on 
an average about 90 days. The Minister proposes that the longer 
credit as before should be put in force again. 

A general objection is raised to the $10 proposal by the mills, 
that paper men are singled out for State interference while farm- 
ers, produce men, coal dealers and others are left free of any 
control or regulation in regard to prices. It is argued that, practi- 
cally the papers are too powerful to be resisted—as are the farmers. 

Coming down to particulars, one objection is that they are held 
to low contracts made prior to November 1, no matter how long 


instance, mills 
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they have to run, while the contracts made on a higher basis are 
abrogated by the Government, and the publishers win in each case. 
“Heads I win, tails you lose,” as it were. 

The theory the Government is advancing is that all high-price 
contracts now in force were entered into either as the result of 
coercion on the part of the manufacturers, or the fear on the pub- 
tisher’s side that if he did not accept he would run short of his 
requirements for 1917. The demand of the publishers was for a 
$2.25 basis, while the mills set $3.00 as the minimum, and, finally, 
it is understood, dropped to $2.75.

Under the 
management of the committee, affairs constantly improved. Some 
creditors, anxious to realize upon their claims at an early date, 
preferred to discount their claims to some extent, but those who 
were willing to await the completion of the administration of the 
Creditors’ Committee received one hundred cents on the dollar 
with interest. The statement just furnished to the mercantile 
agencies shows in detail the present excellent financial condition 
of the company. 

Great praise is due to Messrs. Campbell, Fisher, Moody and 
Moore for their hearty co-operation with the chairman of the com- 
mittee and for the influence which they brought to bear upon their 
respective connections in extending credit to the company during 
the period of its greatest trials.

IN PAPER MILL PAYROLLS 


November 1916 Figures Just Made Public by the Statisticians 
of the Department of Labor Disclose a Surprisingly Large 
Increase as Compared with the Figures for November of 
the Preceding Year—Bill to Effect Savings on Publica- 
tions for Congress—Bids and Awards on 
Descriptions of Paper for the General Departments of the

Wasuincton, D. C., January 15, 1917—According to figures 
which have just been compiled and made public by the statisticians 
of the Department of Labor there was an increase in the payroll 
of the paper mills of the country of 35.6 per cent. during the month 
of November, 1916, over that of November, 1915. 

Inquiries were sent, the tables show, by the experts, to 72 mills 
during the two years, of this number the mills reporting for the 
two years numbered 44. The results show that of this number 
there were on the payrolls of these mills in November, 1915, 14,505 
persons, which increased in 1916 to 17,406, an increase of 20 per 
cent. The payroll, the experts found for the week to average 
$191,456 in November, 1915, and increasing to $259,539 in the same 
month in 1916. 


Bill to Effect Saving on Paper 

Senator Chilton of West Virginia, chairman. of the Senate 
Committee on Printing introduced a bill last week “to amend and 
revise the laws relating to printing and binding and the distribu- 
tion of publications for Congress,” the purpose of which is to 
save about $500,000, the main portion of which will be on the 
paper. The bill has been favorably reported to the Senate, and 
there is every indication that it will come up for action during 
this session of Congress, no doubt, in the very near future. 


Awards by Navy Department 

Awards have just been made by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, Navy Department, for the annual supplies of paper 
for the various navy yards, bids for which were opened on Decem- 
ber 30. The R. P. Andrews Paper Company, of this city, was 
awarded the contract for furnishing 28,500 reams of various sizes 
and weights of white typewriter paper at $18,459.15. The Osburn 
Paper Company, of Philadelphia, will furnish 75 reams of white 
grass bleached tissue paper, 20 x 30-inch, at $176.25. 

The award for furnishing 14,800 reams of onionskin typewriter 
paper was made to the Esleeck Manufacturing Company, of Tur- 
mers Falls, Mass., at $5,785.00. The Andrews company is also 
to furnish 14,000 reams of 8 x 10%-inch white correspondence 
typewriter paper at $10,080.00. The same firm is also to furnish 
at $8,910.00, 18,000 reams of 8 x 10%-inch green paper of the 
same kind. 

Charles G. Stott & Co., of this city, was awarded the contract, 
at $3,641.00 for furnishing 1,650 reams of 8 x 13-inch court-martial 
legal cap paper and 1,000 reams of the same size white foolscap. 
The award for furnishing 9,500 reams of white-laid absorbent 
mimeograph paper was made to the Universal Trading Company, 
of New York City, at $4,568.50, and the same firm was awarded 
the contract at $35,360.55 for furnishing 465,000 various sized 
memorandum pads. 

The Osburn Paper Company was awarded the contract for fur- 
nishing 1,860 reams of brown kraft wrapping paper at $18,105.90 
and also for furnishing 325 reams of various colored blotting 
paper at $3,337.50. 

An award of $1,072.20 was made to the Andrews company for 
furnishing 12,200 rolls of fine grade adding machine paper and 


the Osburn Company will furnish, at $9,449.00, 3,400 reams of 
16x2l-inch, white printing paper. 

The West Jersey Paper Manufacturing Company, of Camden,

King Paper Co. Under Supervision of General Superintendent 
J. H. O'Connell Is Laying New Cement Floor in the 
Beater Room While the Mill Is Being Run to Full Ca- 
pacity—Company Has Just Installed the Sturtevant System 


of Drying in Its Coating Division—Kalamazoo Stationery 
Co. Buys the Northwest Tablet Co. at St. Cloud, Minn.— 
Other Concerns Have Just Completed Improvements. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMaAzoo, Mich., January 15, 1917.—Laying a new cement 
floor in the beater room and yet running the mill full capacity 
every 24 hours, is the difficult task that is being successfully car- 
ried out by J. H. O’Connell, general superintendent of the King 
Paper Company. The immense plant has been subjected to a 
rigid overhauling during the past twelve months and, in the cam- 
paign for betterments, it was found to be absolutely necessary to 
replace the wooden and timber floor in the beater room with one 
of cement. This work had to be done without interfering in any 
way with the operation of the mill. The job was put up to several 
contractors and despite the fact that it called for over 10,000 square 
feet of concrete surface, nobody could be found to tackle it, un- 
less the mill was shut down for a couple of weeks. President 
A. L. Pratt declined to do that and so Superintendent O’Connell 
decided to do the work himself with day labor. 

Running the mill full capacity and laying the floor simultaneous- 
ly was accomplished by dismantling one beater at a time and then 
re-installing it before another one was put out of commission for 
the time being. While a slow, vexatious task, it has been carried 
out without a hitch and will be completed this week. 


Watervliet Paper Co. Improvements 


When the Watervliet Paper Company held its annual meeting, 
Wednesday, January 17, at the Park-American Hotel, the stock- 
holders were able to review the most successful year in the history 
of the The company starts the ensuing year in an 
enviable financial condition and with a mill that is now one of 
the most efficient in America. The campaign for the addition of 
physical and mechanical betterments, inaugurated fifteen months 
ago, is still-in progress, and when completed will represent an 
outlay of over $150,000. The effect of these improvements is 
manifested by an increase of fully 40 per cent. in the daily capacity 
of the mill. , 

At a meeting of the: stockholders held in October, the directors 
were authorized to add another paper machine to the mill, also to 
install a 2,000 horse-power turbine engine. This will be’ done 
when the time seems propitious. All improvements made and in 
progress now are in line with the expansion authorized. 

The contract has just been let for the erection of a stock house, 
four stories high and 100 by 100 feet in dimensions. The plans 
were drawn by Architect R. A. Leroy and provide for a reinforced 
concrete building, strictly fireproof. The first floor will be used 
for office and stock room, the second floor is for the sorting de- 
partment, while stock will be stored in the two upper stories. A 
railroad siding runs directly through the building, permitting of 
unloading from either side of the cars. A five to ten ton hydraulic 
elevator will be put in, while all sash will be of steel.and the roof 
fire and moisture proof. M. W. Stock & Sons, St. Joseph, have 
the contract to erect the new structure. 

In the past twelve months $90,000 has been expended in im- 
provements. Four 1,500 pound E. D. Jones beaters and three 


concern. 


2,500 pound Jones washers have been installed in the beater room. 
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These engines are equipped with hydraulic lifts on the rolls, mak- 
ing it possible to set the rolls at any pressure desired. 
The company has erected a new engine room, one of the finest 


in southwestern Michigan. It is 45 by 100 feet in dimensions and 
fully 40 feet in the clear. A 125 horse-power turbine engine has 
been installed to operate the paper machine. Another interesting 
improvment is the fact that the paper machine drives will be 
equipped with Falk reduction gears, which replace the old system 
of belts. The Watervleit machine is the only one in America so 
driven. 

Nine artesian wells, each six inches in diameter, and with a 
combined daily capacity of 3,000,000 gallons will furnish a supply 
of the purest water. This will be handled by a 2,000,000 gallon 
Manistee pump, driven by a 50 horse-power motor. 

The calenders in the paper mill are now being equipped with 
electric drives, built by the Cutler-Hammer Company, Milwaukee. 
They are to be operated by push button control with magnetic 
clutches. Two 54-inch Walden coaters, one flat bed and one cyl- 
inder type, have been installed in the coating mill, giving this 
department eight coaters in all. The interior of the coating mill 
has been further improved by being painted throughout in battle- 
ship gray and white, 

A two-story machine and blacksmith shop has been added to the 
plant. It is 35 by 80 feet and contains a fireproof oil house. The 
first floor is used for pipe fitting and blacksmithing, the second 
floor as a machine shop. 

Four Cox-Fulton stokers have been purchased and will be added 
to the equipment in the steam plant. Whenever the company de- 
cides to install another paper machine it will be necessary to add 
two boilers to the boiler house equipment. 


Hold Annual Meeting 

The Kalamazoo Paper Company and the Western Board and 
Paper Company held annual meetings last week. The 
former concern increased its board of directors to eight in num- 
ber. Hubbard Kleinstuck was elected to succeed his father, the 
late C. G. Kleinstuck. The other new director is Dwight R. Cur- 
tenius. The balance of the board comprises Fred M. Hodge, A. E. 
Curtenius, Woodbury Ransom, C. S. Campbell and E. C. Parsons, 
all of Kalamazoo, and D,. F. Altland, Detroit. The officers are: 
President, F. M. Hodge; vice-president, D. F. Altland; secretary- 
treasurer, A. E, Curtenius. 

In the Western Board & Paper Company it was a case of a 
re-election throughout. A. E. Curtenius is president; W. H. 
Scott, vice-president; P. C. Servaas, secretary; F. M. Hodge, 
treasurer. These four and Michael Redmond comprise the board 
of directors.

Michigan to Have New Coating Mill 

Michigan is to have a new coating mill. Secretary of State 
Vaughan has authorized the White Pigeon Coated Paper Com- 
pany to incorporate with a capital of $150,000. The new concern 
is a branch of the Elkhart Coated Paper Company and will build 
and equip a mill suited to coating board. The Elkhart Coated 
Paper Company buys most of its raw board stock from the Eddy 
Paper Cotnpany and for that reason has decided to build a coating 
mill ‘at White. Pigeon, Mich., and immediately adjoining the No. 2 
mill of the Eddy Paper Company. This will eliminate the neces- 
sity of extra handling and extra freight rates and be a convenience 
in other respects. 

The incorporators are well known in the paper trade. C. C. 
Colbert, Elkhart, is connected with the Elkhart Coated Paper 
Company. Charles E. Nelson, Three Rivers, is general manager 
of the Eddy Paper Company, which operates mills at Three Rivers 
and White Pigeon. Oscar Gumbinsky is president of Gumbinsky 
Brothers & Company, paper stock dealers with large warehouses 
in Chicago and Kalamazoo. It is the intention of the new concern 
to organize immediately and begin the erection of their new plant.

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ACQUIRES MAJORITY STOCK 
IN THE HINCKLEY FIBRE CO 


J. Howard Friend, Formerly President of the Friend Paper Co., 


Buys Stock of William A. Stuart-—L. W. James, an At- 
torney, of Dayton, Is Chosen President of the Company— 
Hinde & Dauch Paper Co. Has Purchased the Control- 


ling Interest in the Southern Fibre Co., of Portsmouth, Va. 
—Franklin Makes Offer to Secure the Plant of the Com- 
fort Paper Co.—Ohio Daily Paper to Raise Rates.

Dayton, O., January 15, 1917—A deal of a considerable import- 
ance was consummated in this city during the past week in which 
J. Howard Friend, former president of the Friend Paper Company, 
purchased the interests of William A. Stuart of Cincinnati in the 
Hinckley Fibre Company of Hinckley, N. Y. Mr. Friend thus be- 
came the majority stockholder. Mr. Friend had also been president 
of the Hinckley Company, but he did not care to assume this of- 
fice again and Attorney Warren James of Dayton was elected 
president, representing the majority holder of stock. 

Mr. James was, of course, the personal choice of Mr. Friend. 
He is well known in business and legal circles and is identified 
with several enterprises. He is also counsel for the Mutual Home 
& Savings Association, the originator of the Dayton plan which 
is a model for building associations the world over. Under the 
new commission-manager form of Government, Attorney James 
was selected Director of Law at a handsome salary, but his busi- 
ness interests became so heavy that he was compelled to relinquish 
the office. It is felt that in his hands the presidency of the fibre 
company will be well administered. 

The Hinckley Company is a New York corporation. It owns 
valuable timber land in New York State and large wood pulp and 
fibre mills in the Empire State. The company is capitalized at 
$600,000, of which $350,000 is common stock. The general offices 
are located at Hinckley. The stock is listed on the Cincinnati Ex- 
change. The preferred is 7 per cent cumulative. Some time ago a 
reorganization took place and all deferred dividends were paid 
after the readjustment of interests. Business has been increasing 
steadily during the past year which was the most prosperous in 
the history of the company. The settlement of the water problem 
by the State of New York, in which the company received sub- 
stantial damages, also restored to the stockholders some of their 
rights which had been menaced. 

Mr. Stuart, who disposed of his holdings, is interested in the 
proposed Comfort Paper Company. 


Secure Control of Southern Fibre Co. 


The Hinde & Dauch Paper Company, of Sandusky, has pur- 
chased the controlling interest in the Southern Fibre Company, of 
Portsmouth, Va., a $500,000 corporation, which manufactures yel- 
low pine pulp. The deal was made in order to give the Ohio firm 
a certain supply of raw materials which have been steadily cut off 
since the war broke out in Europe. In looking over this territory 
for pulp supplies, the Hinde & Dauch Company decided the Ports- 
mouth plant met all requirements and arrangements were made 
for acquiring a controlling interest. The output will be distributed 
among the Hinde & Dauch mills located at Sandusky, Ind., and 
Gloucester, N. J. 


Franklin Wants Comfort Paper Mill. 


Franklin has taken prompt action in an effort to secure the plant 
of the Comfort Paper Company, a $400,000 corporation, which has 
been formed in this valley for the purpose of erecting a two-ma- 
chine high-grade paper mill. At a meeting of business men during 
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the past week, R. B. Parks was appointed to select a committee, 
the duty of which will be to gain the option and price of a satis- 
Iactory site. Mr. Parks selected representative business and pro- 
fessional men, and efforts are now being made to obtain an option 
on a Suitable site. 

One of the properties most seriously considered is said to be the 
Van Horne ground on the West Side. Several of Franklin’s large 
paper mills are located in West Franklin. There are indications 
that Franklin will secure the industry though other mill towns 
have not abandoned hope. Franklin has been an active mill center 
for half a century or longer. It is the home of the Hardings and 
other representative paper manufacturers, and up until 1893 was 
perhaps the best town of its size in the valley, from the standpoint 
of the paper manufacturer. For several years it suffered severely 
from depression, but in recent years it has been coming to the fore 
and is now a substantial mill center, being the home of the Harding 
branches of the American Writing Paper Company, the Patent 
Vulcanite Roofing Company, the Franklin Board and Paper Com- 
pany and the Srere Brothers of Detroit who have established a 
specialty plant in Ohio. 


Inventory in Fairbanks Co, Case 


In the case of F, C. Harley against the Fairbanks Fibre Com- 
pany of Middletown, the inventory and appraisement have been 
filed, showing assets to be as follows: Cash on hand, $381.48; 
machinery and fixtures, $5,360; office furniture, $84.35; paper and 
raw material, $4,856.51; containers complete and in process, 
$3,116.97 ; total, $13,799.31. 

The Iten Biscuit Company of Oklahoma, a judgment creditor, 
filed a motion asking the Common Pleas Court to remove Chas. E. 
Aull as receiver of the Fairbanks Company, because the petition 
does not set forth sufficient grounds for his appointment. The Iten 
Biscuit Company claims to have a judgment from the United States 
District Court of $1,152.72. 


Ohio Dailies to Raise Rates 


Ohio daily publishers met in Cleveland recently and decided that 
higher subscription and advertising rates are absolutely necessary 
in view of the high cost of print paper. Resolutions were adopted 
urging members to exercise the strictest economy and reduce 
waste to the minimum. It was stated that the increase in the cost 
of print paper would probably put some of the smaller papers out 
of business, and that in view of the burdens placed on publishers, 
it behooved them to add to their incomes by readjusting subscrip- 
tion and advertising rates. 


Notice from the Public Printer 


C. Ford, public printer, has just sent out the following notice 
regarding bids soon to be opened for furnishing paper for public 
printing and binding: 

“My attention has been called to the statement that some paper 
contractors (jobbers and manufacturers) are hesitating to submit 
bids under the proposal for furnishing paper for public printing 
and binding for the year beginning March 1, 1917, owing to the 
requirements of paragraph 13 of the proposal that they must fur- 
nish the amount of paper ordered by the Public Printer during the 
term of their contracts whether more or less than the estimated 
quantity. 

“It is, therefore, deemed advisable to call attention of those in- 
terested to paragraph 5 of the instructions which states, ‘In lots 
where more than 1,000 reams are called for proposals will be 
received for 1,000 reams or more.’ It is quite likely that many of 
the prospective bidders have overlooked the fact that they are 
permitted to submit proposals for less than the estimated quantity 
on lots where more than 1,000 reams are called for. 

“While it is more desirable to have proposals submitted for the 
full quantity, as estimated for, bids will be considered in accord- 
ance with the provisions of paragraph 5.” 
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boxes to be removed when changing the wires has

The boxes may be removed either from the front 
or the back. The manner of connecting the syphon hose to 
the suction boxes instantaneously and without the use of 
screw connection should be noted as an important improve- 
ment.

In the design of the couch roll stand there is a large 
amount of room for guide roll, and also for putting on the 
wire. The upper roll is lifted by a very simple mechanism 
that does not get out of order. The doctor on the upper 
coucher is securely fastened in place, is of correct design, 
and has a large amount of adjustment to meet the idea of 
the machine tender. 

The pressure on the upper roll is applied directly to the 
journal instead of to the bearing arm. This arrangement 
forces the two rolls together, and serves to maintain them in 
proper alignment to each other. The new plan has been 
found to be a great improvement. It entirely obviates the 
trouble, which in the ordinary machine has been the cause 
of so many patent doctor blades, for this particular place.

BREACH OF CONTRACT SUIT 


American Druggists’ Syndicate Had Brought Actions for $36,- 
540 for Failure to Deliver Paper in Various Instances— 
Settlement Is Said to Have Been Made on Very Satis- 
factory Terms—Harmon Machine Company Is Very 
Busy on Domestic and Foreign Orders for Screens— 
Francis W. Warren, Leading Paper Mill Expert, Re- 


turns from France—Mark H. Hanna Buys Home.

Watertown, N. Y., January 15, 1917—The St. Regis Paper 
Company has just effected a settlement of its lawsuit with the 
American Druggists’ Syndicate of Port Ewen, Queens County. 
This concern had brought action to recover $36,540 claimed to be 
due for breach of contract to deliver paper in various instances. 
The settlement was made on very satisfactory terms and the case, 
which was to have been tried in New York Supreme Court in the 
January term, was discontinued, 

This is a case that has been under negotiation for some time 
and dates back before the new owners took over the company. 
The claim of the syndicate was that a bona fide contract had been 
entered whereby the local concern should deliver paper. In fact, 
more than one contract was claimed. Some paper was delivered 
by the St. Regis, but this was discontinued, and the action resulted. 

An answer was filed in the case setting up a general denial. 
Affidavits were made by James M. Sexsmith, assistant secretary 
and treasurer of the St. Regis, and by Floyd L. Carlisle, then 
treasurer, in which contract was denied in any form. 

Since the new owners took over the company an effort was 
made to settle the case and the attorneys have just succeeded. 
The amount of money paid in settlement is withheld here, but it is 
claimed that it was so small that it was cheaper than paying law- 
yer’s fees to fight the case, even though the case was won. 


Screen Manufacturing Concern Very Busy 


At the bottom of the sea near the coast of Portugal lies a ship- 
ment of Fourdrinier screens, a shipment made some time ago 
by the Harmon Machine Company of this city. It was destined 
to reach Portugal, but the boat on which it was being borne was 
torpedoed by a German submarine. Despite this fact the local 
concern is still making large shipments to foreign markets and 
is running at top speed, 

About three months ago the forwarding agents of the local 
company in New York were placed on the black list by the Eng- 
lish government and the local concern was notified that their 
agents were persona non grata with that government. No re- 
flection was meant upon the local concern. This necessitated a 
holdup of delivery until a new agent could be engaged. The mat- 
ter has been adjusted and the shipments are now going forward. 
While transportation was retarded the company went right ahead 
manufacturing the wires, but some of the output had to be stored. 
Fourteen screens weighing a total of fifty-six tons were placed in 
local storage. Last week these were all loaded on cars and started 
on the journey to Christiania, Norway, and will be used in paper 
mills in the Scandinavian territory. The sinking of the screens 
did not entail any loss to the local concern, for the delivery was 
not guaranteed. It simply means that more screens will have to 
be shipped to fill the order. The Harmon Machine Company is 
well supplied with orders, and is working full time to supply the 
demand. 


Francis Warren Returns from France, 
Francis W. Warren, for years recognized as one of the leading 
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paper mill experts of this section, has just returned from France, 
where he has been living since last spring. At that time he went 
to France with his wife and daughter, and planned on making his 
home there, at least for a while. Mrs. Warren and the daughter 
did not return with him this time, but are remaining with her 
parents in the Pyrenees Mountains in the southern part of France. 

Letters received from Mr. Warren here indicated that he would 
visit Watertown in the near future. His business made it neces- 
sary for him to travel a great deal, and armed with a passport he 
was not hindered in his movements, even though he desired to pass 
through the lines. His office has been located both in London 
and in Paris, and he has been acting in an advisory capacity with 
a large paper concern in the southern part of France, 

When a young man, Mr. Warren went to Europe and worked 
in a number of paper mills. He was at the Frovifor Mills in 
Sweden during the construction afid initial operation of those 
mills. Before going he was brought up in the business, being a 
-rother of J. J. Warren, of the Brownville Paper Company, and 
at one time an officer of that company. After his Sweden experi- 
ence he returned and was engaged by the L. L. Frost Paper Com- 
pany, of Norwood, as general superintendent, and remained there 
until that company sold out to the Remington interests. 

He returned to Europe in charge of the LePapeteries de la Seine 
near Paris, and several years after this he built and put into 
operation the Papeteries d’Aries. He was retained in a consulting 
capacity by that firm. About three years ago he returned to the 
United States and until his departure last summer was connected 
with the Harmon Paper Company and the Brownville Paper 
Company. 

Mark A. Hanna Buys Home. 


Mark A. Hanna, vice-president of the Remington Paper & 
Power Company, has just purchased a home in this city. The 
home is on one of the most aristocratic streets in the city and 
is one of the largest and most sightly residences in the section. 
It is understood that possession will not be given until February 1, 
and subsequently Mr. Hanna will remove here from Cleveland, 
Ohio, with his family. Carl H. Hanna, another grandson of the 
late Senator Mark A. Hanna, who is one of the new officers of 
the Remington Company, will also reside in this city. It was at 
first claimed that he would make his home at Potsdam where he 
could be near the mills, but this plan has been changed of late. 
Just where he will live is not known. 


Niagara Falls Trade Notes

Nracara Faris, N. Y., January 15, 1917—The Tonawanda 
Board and Paper Company has a consignment of 200 tons of baled 
sulphite due to arrive this week from Sweden. On account of the 
European war and shipping conditions, it is doubtful whether any 
more of the material can be received until the close of the war. 
The consignment will be brought to Tonawanda by rail from 
Philadelphia. 

The tenth annual meeting of the Beaver Board salesmen and 
jobbers closed in Buffalo last Wednesday night.

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TOUR WORKERS’ BILL IS UP 
IN MASSACHUSETTS SENATE 


The Bill This Year Has Been Introduced in Somewhat Dif- 
ferent Form—Business in Boston Is Somewhat Quiet 
Among the Jobbers—This, However, Is Probably Ac- 
counted for by the Fact That Many Firms Are Taking 
Inventories and Are Not Yet Ready to Place Orders— 


Carter, Rice & Co. Have Interesting Bowling Tournament 
—Other Trade News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Boston, Mass., January 15, 1917.—The tour workers’ bill, which 
provides that no persons employed in industries which run con- 
tinuously through the twenty-four hours of the day shall be 
compelled to work more than eight hours in any one day, and 
therefore applies particularly to the paper industry, was presented 
for the consideration of the 1917 legislature last week in the 
Senate. 

The petitioners for this legislation are Senator Edward G. 
Morris of South Boston, Wendell P. Thore and Miss Edna Lawr- 
ence Spencer, all members of the Special Committee on Social 
Insurance. The form of the bill is somewhat different this year in 
that it provides that, except in cases of emergency, no person so 
employed, shall be “required, requested or permitted” to work 
more than forty-eight hours in any one week, nor more than eight 
hours in any calendar day. 

Emergencies are defined to be “danger to property, to life, to 
public safety or to public health.” Another exception to the forty- 
eight-hour provisions is that it shall be lawful to request or re- 
quire the workers to labor longer when repairs, renewal, adjust- 
ment or care of machinery or appliances are necessary in order to 
maintain the same in continuous operation. The bill has been 
referred to the committee on labor. 


Business Rather Quiet. 


As is usually the case at this season of the year, trade is still 
somewhat quiet among the jobbing houses, and customers are re- 
ported as buying chiefly in small quantities for immediate use. 
This is due to the fact that many firms are taking inventories at 
this time and are, in consequence, not ready to place any large 
orders as yet. There has been a little less demand for writings, 
but book papers continue to be fairly accurate. Box board lines 
are still firm; manilas and wrappings are in fair demand. Among 
paper stock dealers it is reported that the mills are not as yet 
actively seeking supplies and the market is in consequence not 
particularly active just at present. Cheaper grades of rags are 
in somewhat greater demand and there has been slightly more 
activity in bagging and waste papers. 


Carter, Rice Bowling Tournament

Norwicu, Conn., January 15, 1917.—The Atlantic Carton Cor- 
poration which was briefly mentioned in the Paper TrapE JouRNAL 
recently will start operations February 1 with a sufficient volume 
of business on its hands to keep it very busy for the greater part 
of 1917. Walter E. Turner is president and Weber M. Van 
Wagenen is treasurer and general manager. The company which 
was incorporated for $35,000 has purchased a large two story 
factory building with extensions as well as land upon which the 
buildings stand, 400 ft. by 140 ft. The location is on the Shetucket 
River, one half mile from the center of Norwich and on the 
main line of the N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R. The company has its 
own railway siding.

New 
buildings will be erected as soon as the weather permits when 
the company will manufacture other paper products on a large 
scale, 

The officers of the new corporation have had many years ex- 
perience in the business, having formerly been connected with 
the Robert Gair Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y., as managers of 
the folding box branch of the business of that concern. 


Making Paper Pulp from Lalang Grass 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, January 15, 1917.—That successful experi- 
ments in manufacturing paper pulp out of the long Lalang or 
blady grass of Queensland have been made by Joseph Campbell, 
of Cairns, that state, a well-known agricultural and technical 
chemist, is the interesting bit of information sent to the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce here by B. Millin, Canadian Com- 
mercial Agent at Sydney, New South Wales. 

Mr. Millin quotes a report that appeared in the Sydney Morning 
Herald with regard to Mr. Campbell’s experiments: “The Lalang 
grass closely resembles the Esparto of Spain and North Africa, 
and,, when dried, before making it into pulp, yields as high as 
60 per cent. of first-class papermaking pulp. Mr. Campbell states 
that Esparto is the best pulp known and the Lalang grass product 
is within 10 per cent. of the same value. There are millions 
of tons of this grass growing in Queensland. Three crops a year 
can be cut from it, and it is a curse to the country. Mr. Camp- 
be'l is also experimenting with other plants with good results, 
namely, Chinese burr (Urena) and the Queensland hemp (Sida 
Retusa). They produce 30 per cent. of first-class paper pulp. 
Lantana, which is also regarded as a great pest, makes an excel- 
lent wrapping paper. Screwpine, or Pandanus, which also grows 
prolifically, is likewise being experimented with. 

“Mr. Campbell is now in Sydney watching experiments on a 
larger scale at the Sydney paper mills.”

Judging from the spirited bidding for some fire damaged 
Scandinavian wood pulp sold at auction in Philadelphia last week, 
pulp prices are not likely to show any sensational decline in the 
very near future. In the opinion of those most competent to 
judge, this bidding, coupled with the unexpectedly high prices 
at which the pulp was finally sold, certainly means that present 
prices for pulp are sure, at least, to be firmly maintained and that 
any change in prices must certainly be in the nature of an advance. 

When it is considered that foreign bleached sulphite pulp has 
been contracted, for the first three months of this year, at 
about $7.50, a figure of $5.30, which was paid for damaged bleached 
sulphite at the auction, certainly must be considered as an unusual 
price. The price of $4.10 to $3.60 which was paid at the auction 
for foreign ordinary strong pulp must also be considered a sur- 
prisingly high price for damaged pulp when compared with the 
market price of a similar variety of pulp. 

If this may be considered an indication of how the wind is 
blowing, as it undoubtedly may be, it will be futile to look for 
lower pulp prices for some time to come, and paper manufacturers

History to Be issued Next Week

by Lyman Horace Weeks, which has been serially run for almost

Another Three Tour Bill 


As was expected, the tour workers’ bill was, last week, again 
introduced in the Massachusetts Legislature, with more sweeping 
provisions than ever. 

A similar bill has been killed in the Massachusetts Legislature 
for the past several years. A year ago the bill passed in the 


House for the first time, but was not favored in the Senate. 
Governor McCall, in keeping with a promise to his party, inter- 
posed to prevent the bill from being killed and a reconsideration 
As a result, the bill 


was referred to a special commission which held public meetings 


of the proposition was given by the Senate. 


in Boston and in the several Massachusetts paper making centers, 

and which was instructed to file a report with the 1917 Legislature, 

showing the advantages and disadvantages of such a measure. 
Although practically all the paper makers in Massachusetts have 


been against the bill and have been responsible for its failure to 


pass in years past, practically all of them are running their mills ° 


on the three-tour system, which the bill seeks to make compulsory. 
As a matter of fact, it was brought out at the hearings during 
the summer that less than ten per cent. of the paper mills were 
then operated under the old system and many of this number have 
since that time, it is said, changed over to the three-tour system. 

While the paper manufacturers of Massachusetts believe in the 
three-tour system, as is evidenced by the fact that practically all 
of them are operating their plants under this system, they are 
opposed to a policy on the part of the State that would make the 
system compulsory. As there is, therefore, no material advantage 
to be gained by the employees, it seems altogether likely that the 
bill will this year again fail to become a law, and it should not 
soon again be brought up.

Paper Crushing Between Couch Rolls 

Question No. 2381.—Will you kindly tell me in your practical 
department how I can stop the paper from crushing between the 
couch rolls? I don’t use any weights on the rolls and apparently 
there is 2 good vacuum on the suction boxes. Hoping to receive 
an early reply. 

ANSWER No. 2381.—Would say that your top couch roll rests 
too high on the bottom couch roll. Move your top couch back 
from center of bottom couch until satisfactory results are ob- 
tained. 


Size for Waterproofing Container Board 

Question No, 2383.—Will you kindly inform me the best method 
of making size for water proofing container board? We have two 
containers in which we make our size. The dimensions are 6 feet 
in diameter and 6 feet deep. We have a steam coil in the bottom 
made of % inch pipe and we use live steam of 120 pounds pres- 
sure. 

Will you please tell me in the plainest words and in the fullest 
details? Don’t leave anything for me to guess. Please tell me 
just what proportion of soda ash per hundred pounds of rosin, the 
amount of water to be used, and the length of time it should cook 
and whether it should be cooked fast or slow. Is there such a 
thing as working it too fast and does heating the stock too much 
in the beater injure the quality of the size? 

Answer No. 2383.—Melt your rosin without using any water. 
To every hundred pounds of rosin add fourteen pounds of dis- 
solved soda ash. The cook should last about twelve hours. The 
only objection to fast cooking is that it requires closer attention 
and you are liable to lose part of your size by boiling over. The 
heating of the stock in the beater does not injure the quality of 
the size, but it does have an injurious effect on the sizing of the 
paper, in that the heat causes your stock to be “free” and you 
thereby lose a greater portion of the size in the backwater than 
would occur if your stock had not been opened up by heat. 


Lump on Couch and Jacket 

Question No. 2384.—What should be done when there is a lump 
between the couch and the jacket? We put a jacket on recently 
and afterwards discovered the lump which causes a very bad ridge 
in the wire. 

Answer No. 2384.—Carefully slit the jacket with a sharp knife 
in the machine direction, remove the lump and carefully sew the 
slit in the jacket using a needle with a curved point. 


What Does Constant 600 Represent? 

Question No. 2385.—Would you kindly answer the following, on 

your page, Practical Questions and Answers for Mill Men? 
: Weight x trim x speed 
In the formula equals 1 hour’s produc-

tion in pounds of paper on any paper machine, what is the constant 
600 derived from. This formula has been used by me for some- 


time, but what this constant represents has slipped my memory, 
The weight means the weight of the sheet in pounds, the trim 
means the width of the sheet in inches, and the speed is the num- 
ber of feet per minute. The weight of the sheet is taken from the 
tabular weights computed for 500 sheets, 24 x 36 in. 

Answer No, 2385.—The constant 600 in the above formula is 
derived as follows. 24 * 36 = 864 square inches K 500 = 432,000 
square inches in one ream of paper. Divide this by 12 inches x 6 
minutes = 720 inches per hour for one foot of speed per minute, 
thus:

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GOVERNMENT PRESSURE 
IS RESENTED IN CANADA 


Puklishers, It Is Said, Seem to Have Captured the Government, 
Which Is Endeavoring to Impose an Arbitrary Price for 
News Print Greatly at Variance with Market Price— 
Brown Corporation Is Doubling the Capacity of Its Sul- 
phate Plant at La Tuque—Riordon Pulp and Paper Co, 
May Begin Work in the Spring cn Another Plant, Which 
Has Been Contemplated Some Time. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
MONTREAL, January 15, 1917——Considerable indignation is 
being expressed by news print manufacturers here at the pressure 
now put upon them by the Government to sell news print to the 
publishers at practically pre-war rates. This question of the price 
of news print has been a matter of negotiation for some consider- 
able time. The mills are understood to be holding out for sub- 
stantial advances in price, bringing news print sold in Canada up to 
practically the market price for that commodity elsewhere. The 
Goverr nent has made an inquiry into the matter, at the earnest 
request of a powerful association of newspaper publishers, and the 
result seems to be that the publishers have captured the Govern- 
ment. At any rate, Sir Thomas White, the Minister of Finance, 
is now exercising himself to impose on the news print manu- 
facturers an arbitrary price for news print so much at variance 
with the market price that the news print manufacturers are up in 
arms against him

information received here, it would appear that the 
Ontario publishers are the principal leaders in putting pressur: on 
the Government, and their success in the preliminary round leads 
to the belief that the Government are anticipating an election at 
an early date, and are desirous of avoiding anything that would 
antagonize the press of the country, as failure to take action in 
restricting the price of uews print would undoubtedly do. 

What action the Government would take in the event of the 
manufacturers refusing to agree to the price schedule which has 
been submitted on beiialf of the publishers, it is difficult to say, 
but the manufacturers have been given to understand that it would 
be distinctly to their interests to toe the line. It is possible that 
the Government’s action in bringing forward a federal measure 
to prohibit the export of pulpwood from Crown lands was in the 
nature of propitiation of the news print manufacturesr of this 
country, but this measure is not of much use to them, since the big 
forest Provinces of the Dominion all have such a measure passed 
by the Provincial Governments. The Crown lands in all these 
Provinces are under the jurisdiction of the Provincial Govern- 
ments, and the only Provinces where the Federal Government has 
jurisdiction over Crown lands are the Prairie Provinces, which 
have some supplies of wood in the northern portions, but not 
enough to make them bulk very largely as exporters of pulp wood 
Thus a federal embargo at this

Neither would there be much weight in the threat to

Canada. 
Unsettling Effect in New Projects 

While it is difficult to see what: pressure the Government expects 
to put on the manufacturers in case they refuse to come to the 
terms of the publishers, the fact remains that Sir Thomas White 
has expressed himself in no uncertain terms. This has had a very 
unsettling effect on new projects that were under negotiation, and 
there are several instances where options of timber limits that were 
held by interests contemplating the erection of news print mills 








have been allowed to drop in view of what is called the unwar- 
ranted interference of the Governmnt in a legitimate industry 

The Brown Corporation, which has a mill at La Tuque, Que, 
for the manufacture of sulphate kraft pulp, is adding four 
digesters to its plant, which will about double the present capacity 
of 260,000 pounds per day of 24 hours. This corporation is financed 
by American capital, and its head office is in Portland, Me. 

The requirements of the Donnacona Paper Company, of Donna- 
cona, Que., have increased to such an extent that it is now making 
further additions by adding more grinders to its plant. It is 
also understood that it is adding to the power it develops by 
an arrangement to purchase hydro-electric power from the 
Shawinigan Water & Power Company. 





Riordon Co. May Erect Another Plant 


The project which the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company had 
under consideration prior to the war for erecting a big sulphite 
mill in Northern Ontario, promises at last to come to fruition, 
While no public announcement has yet been made, it is stated in 
well-informed circles here that the company is now figuring on 
the work of erecting the plant, and that if satisfactory contracts 
can be made for the work, it will be proceeded with in all likelihood 
during the coming spring. The Riordon Company is the biggest 
manufacturer of sulphite pulp for export in the country, and at the 
present time it is almost overwhelmed with orders. This com- 
pany’s pulp has attained such a high reputation not only in the 
markets of this continent, but also now in Europe, that it is 
believed there would be no difficulty whatever in disposing of the 
whole of its product even if they were to double their present 
output. All the market prospects, so far as can now be judged, 
point to paper manufacturers looking more and more to Canada 
for pulp, and from every point of view the time seems ripe for 
carrying the long-planned project into execution. The company 
has large timber limits on the watershed of Lake Temiskaming, 
and it is understood that its new mill will be at Haileybury, Ont., 
where it now has a rossing plant. 

The Wayagamack Pulp & Paper Company, of Three Rivers, 
Que., which has been engaged for some time past in increasing its 
capacity, expect to be turning out 200 tons of kraft pulp by May 1 


Canadian Paper Trade Prosperous 


At the annual meeting of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, one 
of the biggest financial institutions in the country, considerable 
reference was made to the prosperous state of the pulp and paper 
industry. It was stated in the annual report that the industry had 
never been more prosperous than at the present time, as not only 
were all the mills in Canada operating at their fullest capacity, 
but orders were being daily refused at prices that had never been 
offered before, especially for news print paper. In connection 
with the industry, particular reference was made to the develop- 
ment of water power in the Province of Quebec.

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Obituary 


Henry Churchill 

Herkimer, N. Y., January 15, 1917—Word reaches this village 
of the sudden death at Miami, Fla., January 7, of Henry Churchill, 
well remembered here still by the other generation as among the 
most prominent and active of Herkimer’s citizens in former years. 

It was in 1866 that he came here from Gloversville and embarked 
in the manufacture of paper with his brother-in-law, Hon. Warner 
Milier, whose wife was a sister of Mr. Churchill. A man of bright 
mentality and active mind, who had graduated from Yale College 
with honor, his interest in public affairs was soon felt and appre- 
ciated. He was among the founders of the First National Bank 
of Herkimer and the First National of Frankfort, serving both in 
the capacity of president. Mr. Churchill was also one of the first 
members of the Herkimer municipal commission, served the vil- 
lage on its school board and for many years was an elder of the 
Reformed Church. In many other ways he participated in and 
forwarded the interests of the community, where he held the high 
regard naturally accorded to one of his sterling business and per- 
sonal qualities. 

After the sale of the local paper industry to the International 
Paper Company, Mr. Churchill founded a linen mill at Frankfort 
which he conducted for some years. Latterly he has been secre- 
tary to a copper mining company in New Mexico, and postmaster 
of the town where he was located, but more recently he purchased 
an orange plantation at Miami, Florida, and devoted himself to 
fruit cultivation, in which he was engaged at the time of his 
death. The near survivors are a widow, nee Ella Gilchrist, and 
two daughters, Misses Mae of Herkimer and Alice of Miami. 





“Awakening of Business”

Thoughts like these 
of vital importance to every manufacturer and business man have 
been most interestingly expanded and amplified throughout the 
volume which, among other subjects, has chapters on “Better Busi- 
ness Methods,” “Trade Associations,” “The Price Fixing Bogy and 
Its Substitute,” “Trade Associations in Germany,” “Foreign Trade 
Opportunities and the Passing of Our Provincialism,” etc. In 
Part II of the book, dealing with Government and Business, there 
are chapters on “The Sherman Law from the Standpoint of Effi- 
ciency,” Constructive Policy of the Federal Trade Commission,” 
“Going Into Business Intelligently,” etc. 

In the chapter on “Better Business” Mr. Hurley pays the follow- 
ing compliments to the American trade journals: 

“In last analysis success in business depends upon the intelli- 
gence of the individual manufacturer. If he does not understand 
both the details and the broad aspects of the industry of which he 
is a part, he cannot expect to be successful. American business 
men do not realize the value which trade journals and technical 
magazines may be to them in increasing the efficiency of their fac- 
tories and in giving them a broad and comprehensive view of their 
business. Our foreign competitors read almost every article pub- 
lished upon their business with great care and thoroughness. Many 
of them have duplicate copies of their favorite trade paper sent 
to their homes so that they may read them away from their busi- 
ness without being disturbed. Many foreign manufacturers con- 
tribute articles to these journals on phases of the business with 





which they are most familiar. Such articles are bound to be hel; 

ful and have a constructive effect. Our trade journals and tech- 
nical papers are the best in the world, and they should be en- 
couraged and supported by our business men. Copies should | 

placed where employees can see them and they should be urged 
to read and study them. These papers are preaching the gospe! 
of sound business on practical lines, and are helpful not only to 
business, but to the country as a whole. If the suggestions made 
by them in the past had been followed by our business men it 
would not be necessary at this time to point out some of the 
fundamental weaknesses in American business.” 

Mr. Hurley’s book will be certain to be read with keen interest 
by American business men who appreciate that in order to be 
most successful they must constantly shape themselves to changing 
conditions.

INTO THE TWENTIETH CENTURY 


Latest CENSUS FicurEs—A Woop-PuLpr Issue WITH 
CANADA—EXPORTS FROM THE DOMINION INCREASED 
—Tue GreAT EuropEAN WAR AND Its EFFECTS— 
ScARCITY OF PAPER STOCK AND OTHER MATERIALS— 
A Paper-FAMINE WitTH RisInc Prices—A SEc- 
TIONAL AND STATE REVIEW OF THE INDUSTRY 


URING the first decade and a half of the twentieth cen- 
tury there was further growth of the industry. A 
mid-period census gave the number establishments in 1904, 
as seven hundred and sixty-one, capital, $277 ,444,471, prod- 
uct value, $188,715,189, wage earners, 65,964. The increase 
of two hundred and six in number of establishments from 
1860 to 1905, does not seem large. To a considerable ex- 
tent this is accounted for by the concentration into large 
establishments thus reducing the increase in number. An 
exhibit showing the average amount of capital invested 
and the average value of products per establishment at 
each census, beginning with 1860 and ending in 1905, 
demonstrates this. The figures of average capital in those 
periods were successively: $25,320, $51,043, $64,878, 
$138,412, $219,538, $364,579. Figures of average annual 
product value, in the same periods, were : $38,228, $72,156, 
$77,314, $121,629, $166,876, $247,983. The remarkable 
increase in these averages from 1890 to 1905 cannot escape 
attention as showing the great development of the, industry 
in this generation. 

The thirteenth census report gave the number of estab- 
lishments at the close of 1909 as seven hundred and sev- 
enty-seven, representing a capital invested of $409,348,- 
505, an increase of $241,841,292 since 1899, with value of 
annual production $267,869,000, an increase of $140,542,- 
000. There was a two per cent. gain in the number of 
establishments and a one hundred and ten per cent. gain 
in value of production. While there was a one hundred 
and forty-four per cent. increase in capital in-ested there 
was only slightly more than fifty-two per cent. increase 
in value of production. Wage earners were 75,978 and 
other employees, 5,495. New York had one hundred and 
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seventy-eight establishments, Massachusetts eighty-eight, 
Pennsylvania seventy-two, Wisconsin fifty-seven, Con- 
necticut fifty-one, Ohio forty-seven and Maine forty-five. 
‘Paper was made to the amount of 4,216,708 tons. News 
print in rolls amounted to 1,091,017 tons, value, $2,- 
807,000, average cost $39.23 per ton; news print at the 
mills then sold, in some instances, from $40 to $42 a ton. 
Book-paper plain amounted to 575,000 tons, value, $42,- 
846,674, average cost, $74.44 per ton. Fine writing 
amounted to 169,125 tons, value, $24,966,102, average cost 
$147.72. Other figures were: manila wrapping, 73,731 
tons, value, $6,989,436; heavy wrapping, 108,561 tons, 
value, $4,380,792; straw wrapping, 32,988 tons, value, 
$870,419; bogus manilla, 367,932 tons, value, $19,777,707 ; 
tissue, 77,745 tons, value, $8,553,654. The tonnage of 
ground-wood and chemical fibre produced in three years, 
was: 1899, 1,179,525; 1904, 1,921,768; 1909, 2,495,523. 

In 1911 the report of the United States tariff board on 
pulp and news print paper gave eight hundred and ninety- 
four plants as making paper of some kind, their total pro- 
ductive capacity being 5,196,398 tons. Of that total news 
print and hangings were 1,335,321 tons, wrapping, 
1,020,914 tons; board, 1,190,214 tons; book, 786,163 tons 
and writing, 210,617 tons. In the same report the num- 
ber of ground-wood mills was given as one hundred and 
ninety-two; grinders, 1,485, producing annually 2,008,680 
tons; sulphite plants, ninety, producing 1,204,894 tons; 
soda pulp plants, thirty-one, producing 417,387 tons. In 
the sulphite and soda plants there were 555 digesters. 

A tabulation of the census of manufactures taken in 
1914 was made public in September, 1916, and showed the 
following for the industry of paper and pulp: establish- 
ments, seven hundred and eighteen ; capital, $534,625,000 ; 
value of product, $332,147,000; wage earners and other 
employees, 95,156. Comparison with figures for 1909 and 
1904 show a wonderful increase in capital invested and in 
tonnage and value of product in the several branches of 
the industry. From 1909 to 1914 the increase in capital 
was thirty per cent.; value of products, twenty-four per 
cent.; employees, seventeen per cent.; salaries and wages 
paid, thirty per cent. Comparative figures for 1904 and 
1914 were as follows: roll-news, tons, 841,000 tons, value

435,000 tons, value, $31,157,000, and 786,626 tons, value, 
$58,496,221 ; writing-paper, 132,000 tons, value, $19,321,- 
000 and 195,351 tons, value, $28,637,257 ; other fine papers, 
15,000 tons, value, $2,928,000, and 52,377 tons, value, 
$5,417,661 ; heavy wrapping, 97,000 tons, value, $4,036,000 
and 98,780 tons, value, $3,588,357 ; straw-wrapping $54,000 
tons, value, $1,389,000 and 15,606 tons, value, $519,309; 
wood-manillas, 228,000 tons, value, $10,100,000 and 383,987 
tons, value, $17,975,630; boards of all kinds, 521,000 tons 
and 1,208,795 tons. In the same ten years the tonnage of 
tissue paper increased one hundred and sixty-two per 
cent., of blotting paper fifty-seven per cent., of building, 
roofing and sheathing paper sixty-eight per cent., of hang- 
ing paper fifty per cent., and of miscellaneous paper prod- 
ucts twenty-two per cent. The tonnage of wood pulp made 
for sale increased fifteen per cent., of soda fibre twenty- 
five per cent. and of sulphite fibre eight per cent, the value 
of these articles increasing thirty-one, thirty-nine and 
thirty-two per cent., respectively. 

The news print branch of paper-manufacturing has been 
largely a development since the civil war. Before that 
period cheap paper was not possible in the absence of 
wood-pulp ; and the enormous size and circulation of mod- 
ern newspapers were unknown. About 1870 the daily pro- 
duction of news print amounted to one hundred and thirty 
tons, the maximum in any one mill being nearly ten tons. 
Since that time the daily ton product of all the mills of the 
country has been in successive years approximately as fol- 
lows: 1880, four hundred; 1890, seven hundred; 1900, 
one thousand nine hundred; 1905, three thousand; 1909, 
four thousand; 1915, six thousand. 


In 1907 agitation developed among pub- 
lishers on account of the higher prices asked for news- 
print. The government was appealed to for prosecution 
of the so-called “paper trust” and for the repeal of tariff 
duties on paper and pulp. President Roosevelt, in his 
annual message, advocated the repeal of the duty on pulp 
provided an agreement could be secured with Canada that 
there should be no export duty on pulp-wood from that 
dominion. Nothing came from this immediately but, gin 
1910, consideration of a general trade reciprocity with 
Canada resulted in the appointment of commissioners of 
the two countries, who worked out a tentative agreement 
which, in January, 1911, was submitted to congress by 
President Taft. 

In this agreemert paper, pulp and pulp-wood were 
placed on the free list except when they came from coun- 
tries that had placed an export duty on them. At that 
time pulp came into the United States free of duty or 
with countervailing duties ; pulp-wood was free, and paper 
bore moderate duties. The reciprocity treaty passed con-

gress and was signed by the president but it was rejected 
in the Canadian parliament. One section of the measure 
was so framed that even with the refusal of Canada to 
accept the treaty, as a whole, pulp, and paper valued at 
not over two and one-half cents per pound, were to come 
into this country free of duty. Thus our market was 
opened to all the pulp and paper producing countries of 
the world and especially to Canada by reason of her near- 
ness and abundance of pulp-wood. 

The immediate effect of this legislation was to injure 
the trade in the United States especially in sections con- 
tiguous to Canada and to encourage paper-manufacturing 
in that dominion. Depression in the United States pre- 
vailed until the European war of 1914-1916, in a measure, 
overcame the condition. Comparative figures of exports 
from Canada before and after this legislation demonstrate 
how it worked. In 1911, 1912, 1913, 1914, 1915, for the 
fiscal years ending March 31, exports from Canada to the 
United States were in valueas follows: *** All paper, $2,- 
075,889, $2,086,304, $9,390,144, $10,616,753, $12,950,491 ; 
printing paper, $1,962,832, $1,989,863, $4,242,298, $9,818.- 
539, $12,126,982 ; chemical wood pulp, $1,298,162, $1,585,- 
615, $1,995,817, $2,660,013, $4,550,196; mechanical wood 
pulp, $3,796,427, $2,834,329, $2,580,462, $2,253,621, 
$2,893,618; pulp wood, $6,092,715, $5,697,901, $6,806,945, 
$7,388,770, $6,817,311. 

These yearly figures differ slightly from those in the 
United States reports for the reason that the United States 
fiscal years end June 30. During our fiscal year ending 
June, 1916, Canada exported $17,759,018 worth of paper 
to the United States. Exports of pulp-wood were valued 
at $6,102,170, all of which came to the United States, a 
decrease from 1915 of $360,955. Wood-pulp exports to 
the United States were to the value of $10,793,647. Im 
ports of finished paper and the manufactures thereof from 
the United States were to the value of $4,243,530, and 
books, periodicals, etc., $4,076,671. 

The report of the federal tariff board as a result of its 
investigation into the news-print pulp and paper industry 
in the United States and Canada was made in 1911 and 
gave these figures: cost of manufacturing news-print in 
the United States from $24.50 to $43 a ton, average, 
$32.88; cost in Canada, from $24.97 to $30.10, average 
$27.58 ; cost of a cord of wood at an American mill, $10.23, 
in Canada, $5.70; average cost of ground-wood pulp in 
a ton of news-print in the United States, $13.27, and in 
Canada, $8.49; average cost of sulphite fibre in a ton of 
paper at a mill in the United States, $8.63, and in Canada, 
$7.41. From these figures it was deduced that under the

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tariff then existing—the Payne-Aldrich—$3.75 per ton, 
the dominion still had a further advantage over the mills 
of the United States of $1.60 per ton. 

The Underwood-Simmons tariff bill of 1913 operated 
to repeal the section of the reciprocity act of 1911, that 
related to pulp and paper but the burdens that the Ameri- 
can industry complained of were not removed. Free entry 
was given to printing-paper worth not more than two and 
one-half cents a pound and a tax of twelve cents ad 
valorem was placed on print-paper worth more than two 
and one-half cents. It was also provided that a counter- 
vailing duty should be placed upon printing-paper valued 
above two and one-half cents when imported from any 
country imposing export duty upon paper, wood-pulp or 
pulp-wood. On the free list were many raw materials in- 
cluding rags, pulp-wood and wood-pulp. Duties on chemi- 
cals, china-clay, starch and other articles were reduced. 
Most of the articles on the free list were also free under 
the Payne-Aldrich act of 1909; except news paper gen- 
erally had a moderate protection although slightly re- 
duced, from the tariff prevailing. Most duties were ad 
valorem and the insidious combination of specific and ad 
valorem was largely dropped. The revenue bill enacted 
in 1916 amended the tariff of 1913 by placing on the free 
list printing-paper of value up to five cents a pound with 
the duty of twelve per cent ad valorem applying to paper 
valued above that price.

British Rules on Paper 


Lonpon, England, December 29.—The Royal Commission on 
paper has issued regulations respecting imports during the year 
beginning March 1, 1917. Among them are the following: 

Licenses may be granted to paper makers and importers of 
paper to import five-sixths of the weight of materials imported 
in the previous year. 

Licenses will be granted subject to the condition that the licensees 
comply with the regulations and requirements of the commission 
as to the distribution of the materials and paper imported and of 
the paper made from the imported materials. 

The licenses issued will be subject to withdrawal by the com- 
mission at any time. 

Licenses will not be granted to agents unless the paper or paper- 
making materials they desire to import are to be imported by them 
on their own account as dealers. 

For the purposes of the regulations, the word “paper” includes 
all kinds-of paper.

Proceedings cf National Safety Council 


The complete proceedings of all meetings held in connection 
with the Fifth Annual Safety Congress, which took place at the 
Hotel Statler, Detroit, October 17 to 20, 1916, are contained in a 
volume just published under the title, “Proceedings of the National 
Safety Council.” The book contains some 1,500 pages and sells 
for $2.50.

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KALAMAZOO CONCERNS ARE MAKING BIG IMPROVEMENTS 


(Continued from page 14) 


Another step in the enlargement of the Kalamazoo Stationery 
Company was taken late in December, when a tablet plant at St. 
Cloud, Minn., was purchased and the Northwest Tablet Com- 
pany, capital $50,000, was organized. This plant is to be enlarged 
and will take care of the rapidly increasing business of the Kala- 
mazoo Stationery Company in the northwest. Mr. Hopper is a 
frequent visitor to St. Cloud and is working out the improvements 
that are to be made on the plant in that city. 


Other Improvements 

The Bartlett Label Company, manufacturer of wax paper and 
bread wrappers, has changed its corporate name to the Saniwax 
Paper Company. Officers remain the same. 

The Kalamazoo Label Company has just completed the task 
of putting a second story on its plant and adding several thou- 
sands of dollars worth of machinery. This more than doubles the 
initial capacity of the plant, but the enlargements were necessary 
to care for the great growth in business. About fifty hands are 
employed at this time. 

The St. Clair Paper Company, Capac, Mich., manufacturer of 
straw board, has completely renovated its mill during the past 
three months. M. C. J. Billingham, architect and engineer, with 
offices in Kalamazoo, made a survey of the plant and outlined the 
plans for the betterments carried. All the machinery was over- 
hauled and many very decided improvements made in the power 
plant. The mill is now being operated at its capacity. 

The Monroe Binder Board Company, Monroe, Mich., is erect- 
ing a new one machine mill from plans prepared by James L. 
Carey, 208 North Laramie avenue, Chicago. The initial specifica- 
tions call for a mill to cost about $500,000 and to be equipped 
with one machine. Four buildings are called for, their dimen- 
tions being 120 by 130, 118 by 130, 42 by 218 and 26 by 218, 
respectively. 

Installs Sturtevant System of Drying 

The King Paper Company has installed in its coating division 
the new Sturtevant system of drying. This operation replaces the 
steam coil method, the air being dry. It is a great improvement 
in every way, especially from the standpoint of the health and 
convenience of workers in the department. The temperature is 
lowered from an average of 120 degrees to from 95 to 100 degrees. 
The Sturtevant system was given a trial under five machines and 
was so Satisfactory that it has been ordered for the other four 
coaters. 

A 300 k. w. steam turbine, product of the Westinghouse com- 
pany, has been installed in the power plant, while the equipment 
in the company’s machine shop is greatly enhanced by the addi- 
tion of a new roll grinder, which has been ordered for the earliest 
possible delivery. This department of the mill is now unusually 
efficient and is well prepared to care for any immediate repairs 
on the machinery that may be required at any time. 


To Secure Water from Artesian Wells 

The King Paper Company will in the future secure its supply 
of water from seven artesian wells, with an aggregate daily 
capacity of 7,000,000 gallons. The first tests were made several 
months ago and the supply of water and its absolute purity was 
found to be certain. The wells are about a half mile from the 
mill and the supply will be fed to the mill through a 20-inch pipe. 
The water is to be pumped by means of a three phase 60 cycle 
motor generating set. 

Referring to the installation of the new water supply, Superin- 
tendent O’Connell said: “The constantly increasing demand on us 
for the highest grades of book paper made it advisable to be sure 
that we had an ample supply of the purest water for our future 
use. That demand will be fully met by the new wells now in 


progress of completion. Under the old system we secured our 
water supply through an intake from the Kalamazoo river. This 
was thoroughly filtered and generally satisfactory for our needs 
under former conditions. We will retain our old supply system, 
but for fire protection only.” 

The erection of two stock houses has just been completed. One 
is 40 by 200 feet, three stories, the other, 30 by 120 feet, one story. 
The King Paper Company is at present carrying over 4,000,000 
pounds of raw stock. From a sanitary standpoint the mill is be- 
ing greatly improved. Closets and washrooms of an improved 
type have been installed for the women, while the company an- 
nounces that next spring they intend to paint the entire interior 
with white enamel, thus insuring plenty of natural light in every 
section of the immense plant. 


Columbian Rope Co. Buys Big Building 


The Columbian Rope Company of Auburn—‘“The Cordage City” 
—N. Y., has purchased the five-story building at 31-33-35 Burling 
Slip as an office and warehouse for its New York branch. This 
company manufactures Columbian Commercial Twines, Rope and 
other Cordage. 

For about twelve years the New York office has been located 
at 62 South street. At the time this branch was first established 
the quarters at 62 South street appeared ample for many years 
to come. However, during the past few years the increase in 
business has indicated the need of larger quarters, so it is with 
unusual satisfaction that the Columbian Rope Company can an- 
nounce to the trade the purchase of the larger and better quarters 
on Burling Slip. 

The new building is to be remodeled to adapt it to the needs of 
the Rope company and while the contemplated changes are rather 
extensive, it is expected that the building will be ready for oc- 
cupancy in the early spring. 

The floor space in the new building is nearly four times as great 
as that at 62 South street, so the change will mean far better service 
for customers than ever before. 

The increasing business of this branch is a reflection of the 
wisdom and foresight of Col. Edwin D. Metcalf, former president 
and founder of the Columbian Rope Company and no small meas- 
ure of its success is due to the energy and ability of the organiza- 
tion which he built up at this branch. George B. Granger has 
been manager of this branch since its inception and D. M. Daley 
is assistant manager. 

The Columbian Rope Company also owns its own warehouse in 
Chicago of about the same size as the new New York building 
It is located at 370 River street. W. V. Hawkins is manager of 
the Chicago branch. 

The Boston branch is located at 131 Beverly street in charge

The gradual recovery from the New Year’s period of depression 
in the paper trade is still going on, without any new elements 
having entered into the prospects for future prices. The dullness 
of the past few weeks is always expected at this season by paper 
manufacturer and dealer alike, and causes them no uneasiness, for 
its causes are always the same, and the same recovery always fol- 
lows. 

As a consequence of that attitude, business goes on quietly with- 
out any changes in price even in lines which are most affected by 
the dull period. Fine paper, which is less influenced than tissues, 
manilas and boards, continues to be sold at the same figures which 
have been effective for some weeks past. Coarse papers have 
witnessed no weakening, and are again picking up to the point 
«here they were before the inventory period, as far as volume of 
sales goes. 

Board prices, as was evident last week, seem to be seeking to 
establish themselves at a new high level, and in the process there 
have been some reductions by the mills from the figures which 
they were asking a month ago. This seems to be an effort to ad- 
just the selling price of the finished product to the cost of raw 
materials, which has shown no tendency to rise of late. 

The situation in regard to news has changed little, pending the 
mysteriously delayed report of the Federal Trade Commission as 
to its findings. In the meantime further efforts of publishers and 
news manufacturers to get together are being talked of. More 
reasonable prices for the news print sold on the open market are 
now prevailing, and little more is heard of the small consumer 
who has to buy his paper at 10 cents a pound. 


Mechanical Pulp 


The ground wood market has steadied at a new level, and $40 
is the figure most frequently quoted for pulp that is 50 per cent. 
dry, f. o. b. mill. The permanent winter freeze-up of the rivers 
which furnish power to the news mills will improve conditions of 
production from what they have been for the past few weeks, and 
may have some effect in helping to maintain the present lower 
price level. 


Chemical Pulp 

Chemical pulp continues to fall short of the demand, and sulphite 
prices are going through another rise. There is almost no bleached 
sulphite from abroad, and domestic bleached sulphite is most of it 
bringing 8.50 at the pulp mill. As a result the easy bleaching 
variety is in particular demand. Domestic kraft is likewise hard 
to obtain. 

Rags 

The gradual recovery of the rag market is still in progress after 
the holiday cessation of trading, and the lower grades of rags in 
particular are experiencing good demand. Mills are beginning to 
stock up on lines in which inventory found them short. Dealers 
have fair stocks on hand, but are not ready to break the market 
in order to sell, and are contented to wait for good prices to dis- 
pose of them. 

Bagging 

The outlook for bagging is improving, although there are no 
changes in the range of prices reported. Active request for gunny 
bagging, as well as other grades, makes it probable that further 
advances may come soon. 

Old Papers 

Waste papers have declined in some lines, apparently because 
the packers and dealers take a very sane viewpoint of the present 
high market, and want to make sure of their business for the 
coming year at good prices rather than insist on maintaining the 
highest figures that have been reached. There has been a falling 
off most noticeably in flat stock, which is 10 points lower than a 
week ago. There has also been a softening in soft white shavings, 
which has not yet affected hard shavings. Mixed papers, on the 
other hand, are regaining firmness.
